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Lesson to be learned from loss 


It was a nightmare of the worst 
ind, a second half that will go 
down in Dolphins history as one of 
the most embarrassing collapses this 
team has seen. 
If that weren’t bad enough, it was

He is more than capable. But he is 
no Marino. 

Fittingly, Marino's injury flared up 
in that forgettable second half. It’s 
hard to imagine what else could 
have gone wrong. If there were a 
roof on Joe Robbie Stadium, it most 
assuredly would have fallen in. 
How do you explain what hap- 
pened? For one half, the Dolphins 
look like the best team in the NFL. 
Leading 24-3 over the Indianapolis 
Colts, they were 30 minutes of foot- 
all away from being 5-0, the toast 
of the league. But instead that toast 
crumbled into tiny, little pieces as 
the Dolphins were booed off the 
field, improbable 27-24 overtime 
losers. 

It was ugly. Disheartening. Even 
bordering on unreal. 

“Somebody’s got to pinch me,” 
whispered fullback Keith Byars, 
“because | don’t believe what hap- 
pened. No way we lose to this 
team.” 

No way? Every way. 

This was an el-foldo of classic 
proportions, a game that brought 
back eerie memories of what hap- 
pened in San Diego last January 
when the Dolphins saw a 21-6 half- 
time lead disappear. 

But this is supposed to be a differ- 
ent Miami team, isn’t it? All those 
free agent signings were supposed 
to make a difference, weren't they? 

You wouldn’t have known it by 
watching this team last Sunday af- 
ternoon.., 

You want goats? Start with a de- 
fense that looked tired and out of 
sync the entire second half, allow- 
ing a quarterback named Jim Har- 
baugh to play the game of his life. 
The Colts had four fourth-down 
plays. If the Dolphins had stopped 
any one of them, they probably 
would have won the game. But they 
never came close. 

One disastrous defensive se- 
quence had the Colts facing a third-

game they totally controlled in the early going. 


and-22 from their own 23-yard line 
in the fourth quarter. Harbaugh hits 
Sean Dawkins for 16 yards on third 
down and 14 yards on fourth down. 
One play later, he hits Floyd Turner 
for a 47-yard touchdown. Ugly. 
Very ugly. 

Then go to the offense, which did 
a nice job running the ball, finishing 
with 148 yards against the NFL’s 
No.2 ranked rushing defense. But in 
the process of all that running, they 
took the ball out of Marino's hands. 
The killer instinct wasn’t there be- 
cause the killer was handing the 
ball off instead of dissecting a sus- 
ceptible Indy secondary. The Dol- 
phins were so busy running, they 
never saw the Colts sneaking up be- 
hind them. Until it was too late. 

Look at the 49ers of a year ago. 
When they got a team down, they 
kept coming harder and harder until 
the outcome was-completely. in 


Bryan Cox's expression summed up the Dolphins’ feelings after they let slip away a 
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hand. And they did it with Steve 
Young throwing and Jerry Rice 
catching. The Dolphins must de- 
velop that same dagger-in-the-heart ¢ 
approach, It is crucial for a champi- 
onship team. 

Finally, there was Pete Stoy- 
anovich, who had the worst day of 
his pro career, missing a 27-yard 
field goal that would have cinched 
the win in the second half and then 
a 49-yarder in the final few seconds 
of regulation. That also brought 
back memories of the San Diego 
game when he missed one from 48 
yards. But a 27-yarder? How, for 
Pete’s sake? 

Stoyanovich is too good a kicker 
and has made too many game-win- 
ning kicks to get.down on him at 
this time. But the Dolphins need 
him to come through. Need him in 
the worst way. 


It.is easy. to-second-guess so 


many things that happened against _ 
the Colts. Here are three to ponder: 

© Why go to a softer zone de- 
fense in the second half when an at- 
tacking style was working so beauti- 
fully in the first half? 

¢ Why change the pass rush 
scheme from four down linemen 
and Bryan Cox to three down line- 
men and Cox in the fourth quarter? 
Harbaugh had too much time in the 
pocket and when he managed to 
sidestep one pass rusher, there 
should have been another one wait- 
ing. Tom Olivadotti said it came 
down to-not making plays.” Can't 
dispute that. But neither can you 
dispute the fact that the scheme he 
was using just didn’t cut it. 

© Still leading 24-17, why not go 
for a first down on a fourth-and-4 
play at the Colts 35 with four min- 
utes left? The defense was tired, so 
you wanted to keep,it off the field at 
all costs. The chances of Marino 
completing a pass in that situation 
are always good. But Don Shula 
opted to try to pin the Colts back 
with a punt. The punt worked, but 
Sean Hill was flagged for interfering 
with a fair catch and the Colts got 
the ball at the 21-yard line. Shula 
can now only wonder what might 
have happened had he gambled. 

So many things to wonder about 
in a game like this. The odds against 
the Colts coming back-were astro- 
nomi¢al. But it remarkably all fell 
into place. All of this on a day when 
the Dolphins accomplished their 
key mission, stopping Marshall 
Faulk. Who would have thought the 
Dolphins could hold Faulk to 2.6 
yards a carry, not commit a turnover 
and still lose the game? 

But it did happen and the Dol- 
phins must somehow use the pain 
they felt late Sunday afternoon as a 
motivating force. They must rally 
behind Kosar, each player picking 
up his game a notch to make up for 
the loss of Marino. It won't be easy, 
but look back to 1972 when Bob 
Griese went down and Earl Morrall 
stepped in. History sometimes can 
repeat itself. 

At 4-1 and with back-to-back 
road games coming up against New 
Orleans and the Jets — teams with a 
combined record of 1-10 — the 
Dolphins can easily be 6-1 heading 
into an AFC East showdown against 
the not-dead-yet Buffalo Bills on 
Oct. 29. 

After all, this was just one loss, 
the first loss. But the most important 
thing now is that the next time the 
Dolphins are comfortably ahead, 
they learn from what happened 
against Indy. Only then can some 
good come out this loss — as hard 
as.that.is to believe right now...

Q. Are there any special drills in 
your practices that can help Bernie 
Parmalee get over the fumbling 
problem he had earlier this season?

A. We have what 
we call a gauntlet 
drill. That's where 
we make the 
backs and re- 
ceivers go through 
the gauntlet while 
they are very con- 
scious of covering 
up the ball and 

SHULA protecting it. In 

HEAD COACH our practices, we 
encourage the defensive players to 
always reach in and try to get the 
ball away from our offensive play- 
ers, the backs and receivers, when 
they’re handling the ball. The em- 
phasis on that is so we can make 
them protect the ball as best they 
can. 


Q. Against Pittsburgh, blown 
blocking assignments and aggres- 
sive blitzing by the Steelers left 
Marino vulnerable and attacked; 
and overall, their defensive strategy 
was fairly successful in containing 
the Miami offense. Do you feel 
you'll be more prepared to protect 
Marino and have more successful 
drives if future defenses try to mir- 
ror the Steelers’ approach?

A, Early in the game we had a 
couple et rized assignments. On 
the second play of the game we had 
a missed assignment and Greg 
Lloyd came free on Marino. You 
hope that that doesn’t happen.

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Another jolt from Colts

“Nn embarrassment,” 
said Don Shula, summing, 
up the feelings of all the 
Miami Dolphins in one 
short, angry phrase. 

How else to explain the 
inexplicable? 

How else to figure how 
the Dolphins blew a 24-3 
halftime lead, lost 27-24 
in overtime to the Indi- 
anapolis Colts and saw 
their undefeated record go 
to 4-1? 

How else to figure how 
the 68,741 at Joe Robbie 
Stadium went from cheer- 
ing en masse when Dan 
Marino broke the all-time 
NFL mark for completions 
to booing the defense late 
in the game? 

"A disgrace” was the 
way linebacker Bryan Cox 
put it. 

Marino called it “dis- 
gusting,” safety Michael 
Stewart “an insult.” 

Sunday was a day and a 
loss that left the team 
stunned, angry and dis- 
gusted. 

Pete Stoyanovich 
missed two field goals, 
one from 27 yards. Terrell 
Buckley was beat on two 
touchdowns. The Colts 
went for the first down 
four times on fourth down, 
and made them all. 

In a game eerily remi- 
niscent of the playoff loss 
to San Diego last season, 
the Dolphins took charge 
in the first half, then fell 
apart in the second. 

“| have no answers,” 
Cox said. “You all can 
make up something. | 
have no answers.” 

In the first half, Miami 
scored with workmanlike 
efficiency. Four drives produced 
three touchdowns (two Terry Kirby 
runs and a Marino pass to Irving 
Spikes) and a field goal as Miami 
took a 24-3 halftime lead. The Dol- 
phins did everything right, holding 
the ball for 19:24. 

“I'm sure there were people back 
home (in Indianapolis) throwing 
shoes at the television set or going 
out to mow the lawn,” Colts line- 
backer Jeff Herrod said. 

But the second half was a com- 


plete reversal. The Dolphins offense 
sputtered and went scoreless, and 
Harbaugh turned into super-quarter- 
back, going 20-for-24 for 275 yards 
and three touchdowns. 

“He was picking us apart,” cor- 
nerback Troy Vincent said. 

Defensive end Jeff Cross seemed 
to blame defense coach Tom Oli- 
vadotti, saying that the Dolphins 
changed what they were doing in 
the second half, which gave Har- 
baugh more time. 


Quarterback Jim Harbaugh burned the Dolphins for three second-half touchdowns as he rallied Indianapolis from 
a 24-3 halftime deficit and helped hand Miami its first loss of the season. 


“This team learned a valuable 
lesson,” Cross said. 

Which was? 

“You dance with who brought 
you,” he said. “We know exactly 
what that means.” 

Cross did not specify except to 
say: “You saw.” He seemed to 
imply that the Dolphins should 
have stuck with their base defense 
instead of going to the “47” (four 
pass rushers and seven defensive 
backs).

Olivadotti said he 
changed nothing in the 
second half. 

“We didn’t run a pre- 
vent, and we came after 
them on the pass rush a 
few times, too,” Olivadotti 
said. “What can you say? 
To play that good in the 
first half and that bad the 
second ...” 

Linebacker Dwight 
Hollier said any change 
simply was to react to 
what the Colts were 
doing. 

“We had to change 
what We were running to 
adjust to what they were 
running,” Hollier said. 
“They were coming out 
with three and four (wide 
receivers), so we had to 
adjust our defense to 
match up. I’m not going to 
second-guess what we 
were doing.” 

Whatever the reason, 
the Colts dominated the 
second half, as Harbaugh 
threw touchdown passes 
of 3 and 47 yards to Floyd 
Turner, and 21 yards to 
Aaton Bailey. The first 
came on fourth-and-goal, 
the last with 1:09 left in 
the game. 

Terrell Buckley was vic- 
timized on the first two, a 
Dolphins zone on the 
third. 

But Marino still had 
1:04 to work with, and he 
completed four passes to 
move Miami to the Colts 
31. With 12 seconds left, 
Shula sent Stoyanovich on 
for a 49-yard attempt. 

But he missed. Again. 

“That was some kind of 
sign of fate,” said Har- 
baugh. - 

The Colts were ener- 
gized for overtime, and 
their confidence grew when Herrod 
called tails on the coin flip and it 
turned up tails. 

It took Harbaugh nine plays to 
move Indianapolis 57 yards. Cary 
Blanchard’s 27-yard field goal came 
with 10:02 left in overtime. 

“They were 6-0 in 1992 and we 
came down here and beat them,” 
Herrod said. “This is bigger and it 
feels better.” 

Cox described it this way: “A 
total team collapse.” 
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A painful day for Sho anewaee 


Pete Stoyanovich stared straight 
ahead into the cameras and micro- 
phones, his voice low and at times 
barely audible. 

The last time there was a crowd 
of media surrounding him like this, 
he had missed a 48-yard field goal 
at San Diego in the playoffs, costing 
the Dolphins a berth in the AFC title 
game. 

This day was no less painful. 

The Miami Dolphins had just lost 
a 27-24 overtime shocker to the In- 
dianapolis Colts and while there 
were a lot of people wearing the 
goat horns, “Stoyo” had to accept 
his fair share of the blame. 

Not only had he pushed a chip 
shot 27-yard field goal to the right 
with 10 minutes left that would have 
put the game away, Stoyanovich 
then had a chance to redeem him- 
self at the end of regulation with a 
49-yarder that would have won it. 
But the ball sailed left, sending the 
game to overtime. The Colts won 
the toss and Stoyanovich would 
never see a third chance. 

“| thought | had hit it pretty good,” 
said Stoyanovich of the 49-yard at- 
tempt. “It just stayed left and never 
came around. | thought with a little 
bit of wind out there, it might have 
helped me out but it never moved. 


“! really thought | was going to 


make the kick. Everything was good ° 


—the snap, the hold and a good lie. 
I'm very capable of making that kind 
of kick and I’m embarrassed that | 
didn't make it.” 

Forget the fact that Stoyanovich 
came into the game as the league's 
leading scorer with 43 points, his 
only two misses in 12 attempts had 
been from 50-plus and that earlier in 
the game he had made a 50-yarder. 
It all meant very little at this point. 

Even when holder John Kidd tried 
to take some of the heat off his 
kicker by claiming that he hadn’t 
gotten the laces turned the right way 
on the 27-yarder, Stoyanovich didn’t 
look for an out. 

“?'m not gonna sit here and point 
fingers or make excuses,” said 
Stoyanovich, whose short miss was 
his first from inside 30 yards in 19 
attempts. “I just missed it and it 
shouldn’t have happened.” 

Stoyanovich shook his head and 
stared at the ground.for a moment 
thinking to himself out loud. 

“l’ve got to get back into form of 
making those kind of kicks,” he said, 
referring to the potential game-winner. 
“When it's on the line | have to make 
them. This is just a terrible outcome.”

QUARTERBACK 


Dan Marino was not among the problems 
that caused the Dolphins to lose to the Colts last 
Sunday at Joe Robbie Stadium. He was asked to 
hand the ball off much of the day but came 
through again when needed. The Dolphins had 
the ball just four times in the second half, the 
last being a good drive by an injured Marino to 
put his team in position to win. Marino missed 
only three plays against the Colts and ended 
with 20 completions in 31 attempts for 194 
yards and a touchdown. Marino did miss sever- 
al open deep receivers that could have given 
the Dolphins an even bigger lead. Bernie Kosar, 
who takes over the quarterbacking responsibili- 
ties, completed his only pass attempt. Grade: A- 


RUNNING BACKS 


Miami rushed for 148 yards against what was 
fated the league's second-best run defense. All 
four backs made positive contributions and 
there were no fumbles in 37 running downs. 
Terry Kirby was the workhorse, getting more 
than half of the attempts. He was successful off 
tackle and finished with 77 yards on 19 rushes, 
a 4.1 average. Irving Spikes averaged 6 yards 
per carry, had the long gain with 12, and totaled 
42 yards rushing. Bernie Parmalee did special 
teams, duties, ran hard on eight attempts, and 
ended with 24 rushing yards. Keith Byars got the 
ball on several important plays, including 


Marino's record-breaker, and averaged almost 5 | 


yards each time he touched the ball. Grade: B+ 


More than half of the 20 completions went to 
the running backs, as the Dolphins chose to take 
what the Colts’ zone defense was willing to give. 
The longest completion of the day to a wide 


receiver was 20 yards as starters Irving Fryar and 
O.J. McDuffie combined for only 69 yards on 
five completions, Tight end Eric Green dropped 
more passes than he caught, although he gets 
some credit for his blocking in the running game. 


. Gary Clark, who had the other Dolphins drop, 


was the only other wide receiver to catch a pass. 
Grade:.B- 

Monte Clark had his troops ready to show the 
NFL that the Miami Dolphins can run the foot- 
ball. There weren’t the holding and motion 
penalties of the week before and the line 
opened big holes for the running backs. The 
pass protection was not as good, although 
Marino was not sacked. Marino was hurried on 
many occasions and was injured on a hit as he 
was throwing the ball. Grade: B 


The main objective for the defense coming 
into Sunday’s game was: stop Marshall Faulk. 
That goal was met but means little because the 
defense allowed the Colts to come back and win 
the game. Faulk did not catch a pass until over- 
time and finished the game with 42 yards rushing 
on 16 attempts. Jim Harbaugh was sacked twice, 
once by Trace Armstrong, but threw for 319 
yards. The defensive line was excellent against 
the run, except for Roosevelt Potts’ 35-yarder up 
the middle, but did not pressure Harbaugh 
enough, especially in the second half when 
Indianapolis scored thre wns, Grade: B 


LINEBACKERS 


Bryan Cox, Chris Singleton, and Dwight 
Hollier contributed to stopping Faulk. The one 
play Cox missed with a minor injury, Potts ran 


for 35 yards up the middle of the Miami 
defense, Cox had a team-leading nine tackles 
and a sack as the Colts rushed for 109 yards, 
The linebackers. did not make the plays in the 
passing game, especially against a rookie tight 
end named Ken Dilger, who had four catches 
for 91 yards down the middle of the Miami 
defense. Singleton got the only Dolphins 
turnover with a fumble recovery. Grade: C 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 


The Colts passed for three touchdowns in the 
second half as Harbaugh completed 20 of 24 
passes for 278 yards. Nickel back Terrell Buckley 
was beaten for the first two and then Troy Vincent 
gave up the game-tying TD with just over a 
minute left in the game. The secondary did not 
make an interception for the second straight week 
and failed to stop the Colts in key situations. Gene 
Atkins had eight initial hits, helping against the 
tun, but did little in pass defense. J.B. Brown and 
Vincent defensed three passes in the first half, but 
made no outstanding plays in the second. 
Michael Stewart takes some of the blame for the 
productivity of a no-name tight end. Grade: D 


There are no excuses for an NFL field goal 
kicker missing from 2% yards out. Pete 
Stoyanovich did just that and it cost the 
Dolphins the game. Later, he had the chance to 
atone but missed a 49-yarder to win the game 
with only seconds left. Stoyanovich made a 51- 
yarder, but it hardly made up for the misses, The 
Miami coverage teams did a good job and were 
again led by Dewayne Dotson and Sean Hill, 
although Hill’s bad penalty gave the Colts better 
field posjtion for their last touchdown drive. 
Grade: C-

Not only did the Dolphins lose, but Marino 
also suffered a couple of injuries that will keep 
him out of action at least one week. 

Marino experienced problems in his right 
knee during the Indy game and also suffered a 
hip injury. The knee problem required an MRI, 
which revealed torn cartilage. Marino had 
arthroscopic surgery on the knee Monday 
morning.

Dan Marino broke the first of Fran Tarkenton’s long- 
standing records last Sunday at Joe Robbie Stadium 
when he completed the 3,687th pass of his career. 

For those who keep such statistics, it came with | 
12:35 left in the second quarter on a swing pass to 
fullback Keith Byars. It netted 6 yards. The game 
stopped, the crowd cheered and a taped message 
from Tarkenton appeared on the scoreboard. 

It was the first of many special moments for Marino, - 
who sometime this season should break Tarkenton’s ca- 
reer records for most attempts, most yards passing and 
most touchdown passes. The only difference is that it 
took Marino 13 years compared to 18 for Tarkenton. 

“It’s nice to break the record,” said Marino, who 
finished the game with 3,702 career completions. 
“It's something that will be there my entire lifetime 
and | will cherish the moment. The good part is that it 
happened early in the game. But it kindof takes away 
from it when you lose.” 

Since Marino plans on playing another four of five ' 
years, his records will surely stay intact for years to come. 

“\f my records had to be broken, I’m glad it’s a class 
act like Danny who is breaking them,” said Tarkenton. 
“He has accomplished so much in his career.” 

Marino has made it clear, though, that what he 
wants most from his career is a Super Bowl title. That 
would make everything else pale in comparison. 

“Winning is what it’s all about,” Marino said. “If | 
could break these records and win a Super Bowl, 
now that would be something really special.” 

Marino said the record for touchdown passes is the 
most important of the four that Tarkenton held be- 
cause; “it shows how many times I’ve been able to 
get our team into the end zone.” 

Marino is currently six touchdown passes, 560 
yards short and 267 attempts away from Tarkenton.

sity of Miami with his fa- 
mous Hail Flutie pass, 
Olivadotti wasn’t even in 
the press box to call the 
defense. 

Which was true. 

Olivadotti wasn’t even 
in the state. When that 
game was played, Oli- 
vadotti had left UM to 
join Howard Schnellen- 
berger,in the USFL. 

Nothing better illus- 
trates the way Dolphins 
fans treat Olivadotti, who 
orchestrates the team’s 
defenses. 

A fumble on offense? 
Olivadotti should have 
held on to the ball. The 
dog left a stinky present 
in the living room? Oli- 
vadotti trained it. Federal ~~ 
budget doesn’t balance? 
Olivadotti must be over- 
spending. 

Sixteen teams changed 
their defensive coordina- 
tors in the offseason, but 
Don Shula stuck with 
Olivadotti for the eighth 
year in a row. No NFL 
defensive coordinator has 
a longer tenure with the 
same team, and no defensive coordinator is 
more poked at and more questioned. 

That's why Olivadotti won't celebrate too 
long or too much over the defense’s success 
in the 4-0 start. He knows how quickly things 
can change, and he knows that had Miami 
lost to Cincinnati, he would have gone from 
genius to goat in about three hours. 

But four games into the season is long 
enough to determine trends, and it’s evident 
that Olivadotti can let some facts answer his 
critics, especially those many out there who 
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cry that his defense is too cautious, too pas- 
sive, too much a sit-back-and-let-the-other- 
team-dictate style. The Dolphins, the fans 
continually carp, don’t blitz enough. 

Well, guess what. The Dolphins still aren’t 
blitzing a lot, and they led the league in 
points allowed (50) through five weeks. 
Bryan Cox said the defense is “doing the 
same exact things” it did last season, and it 
ranked third in the NFL in forced turnovers 
(14). 

“It’s really just been four guys rushing,” said 
defensive end Trace Armstrong, whose impact 


off the bench has been 
huge. “Which is the way 
it should be.” 

Olivadotti hears the 
laments about the blitz 
all the time, but insists: 
“You've got to get your 
pressure from the four 
guys up front.” 

“It’s nice to blitz and it 
looks great when you're 
successful and you see 
that quarterback fall,” 
said cornerback Troy Vin- 
cent. “But | tell you what, 
when the blitz doesn’t 
get there, you're looking 
downfield seeing those 
zebra stripes with their 
arms up.” 

Vincent would know. 
The Dolphins’ final de- 
fensive play of 1994 
came in San Diego on an 
all-out blitz. Three play- 
ers — including safety 
Michael Stewart — came 
free, but the Chargers ran 
a quick pass that took lit- 
tle time. Vincent, alone 
in man-to-man coverage, 
lost Mark Seay, and Stan 
Humphries found him for 
the touchdown that 
ended.Miami’s season. 

That aggressive ap- 
proach backfired.

give up a lot of points. We were No. 1 in in- 

terceptions in the league last year. We had a 

lot of statistics to be proud of. Yet Tom has all 
these armchair quarterbacks sitting back ask- 
ing why we can’t do this or that. 

“Our scheme works.” 

The Dolphins concentrate on not giving up: 
points — Olivadotti continually points out 
that the most important statistic is points al- 
lowed — and forcing turnovers. 

“If you don’t stop the running game, you're 
not going to win,” he said. “The second thing 
is to get pressure on the quarterback. The third 
thing is you have to cover people and get in- 
terceptions. All this leads to a lack of points.” 

Buddy Ryan’s “46” and Pittsburgh’s 
“Blitzburgh” become the talked-about rage 
when they work, but it’s not likely Miami will 
ever run that kind of system. 

“If you never blitz, then teams will play you 
that way,” Shula said. “If you blitz all the time, 
then teams will play you that way. What you 
try to do is have a good mixture.” 

Added Vincent: “Tom mixes it up pretty 
well, to be honest with you.” ? 

Stats Inc., a statistical firm, watched every 
game and charted every play in 1994. It counted 
the number of blitzes each team had on pass 
plays, and the teams that blitzed the most were 
not necessarily the most successful (Pittsburgh 
being the exception). Playoff teams averaged 
122 blitzes, non-playoff teams 40 more. 

Of the five teams that blitzed the most, only

one — Pittsburgh — made the playoffs. Con; 
versely, four of the five teams that blitzed the 
least — Green Bay, Chicago, Miami and Dal- 
las — were in the playoffs. The two Super 
Bowl teams? San Diego blitzed 106 times, 
San Francisco 108, both in the lower half of 
the league. In the Super Bowl, San Francisco 
blitzed once. 

(Incidentally, Olivadotti disputed the figure - 
given for Miami’s total number of blitzes. He 


said the Dolphins’ actual total was compara- 
ble to the Super Bow! teams. “Blitzing has its 
place and we do it as much as anybody in the 
league,” he said.) 

Finally, teams that blitzed the most gener- 
ally gave up the most big plays. Of the 11 
teams that gave up the largest amount of big 
plays, eight blitzed more than the league aver- 
age. Four of the teams that gave up the most 
big plays were among the league leaders in 
blitzes — Arizona (coached by Buddy Ryan), 
Philadelphia, Houston and Pittsburgh. 

Armstrong was with the Bears last season, 
and before Chicago played Miami they did a 
six-game film breakdown on Dan Marino. 

“His rating was about 20 points higher vs. 
the blitz as opposed to facing regular de- 
fenses,” Armstrong said. “We did the same 
thing with Steve Young and it was, | think, 30 
points higher vs. the blitz.” 

This season, Olivadotti is seeing the results 
of slight adjustments and years of work come 
together. He has many players he likes and 
can trust, and through four games, the system 
was working. Miami was seventh in the 
league in rushing defense (96.8 yards al- 
lowed) and first in points allowed (50). 
Though opposing quarterbacks were averag- 
ing 230 yards per game, their rating was a dis- 
mally low 56.7. 

But don’t expect Olivadotti to start celebrat- 
ing. 

He’s been around too long.

Pete Stoyanovich, 
last week's hero, becomes this 
week’s wide guy — from 27 yards 
yet. And the eeriness of last January 
in San Diego clouds the mind. 

From that point, it’s an offensive 
malaise. On the other side of the 
ball, they stop making plays and Jim 
Harbaugh comes to life in another 
harbinger from last year. This is not 
caused by the “p” word defense. 
No Sir. 

The coaches are trying'a variety 
of schemes and blitz packages.

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The new starting quarterback of 
the Miami Dolphins, at least for the 
next game Sunday at New Orleans, 
is confident he'll do the job.

Kosar said. “I started preparing my- 
self right then. Being the competitor 
that Dan is, | knew he’d finish the 
game. But | also knew he was 
going to have some tests after the 
game.” 

Kosar has seen only lim- 
ited action this season, hit- 
ting 6 of 9 passes for 50 
yards and no touchdowns. 
He said he was going to 
spend much of the week 
working on his timing with 
the receivers.

The Dolphins don’t figure to lose 
much with Kosar at quarterback 
since he has faced just about every 
possible situation in his 11 seasons.

“Dan may be the greatest quar- 
terback ever,” Kosar said. “| know 
this is his job and I’m the backup. 
I'm just going.to go out and move 
the offense as best | can. That's all | 
can ask of myself.”

The funny thing is that on this 
pace, Coates would still catch 
nearly 80 balls, but people in New 
England are concerned about his 
productivity.

Running back Curtis Martin is 
another one who came out of the 
gate strong and fizzled a bit in the 
next three games. Against Cleve- 
land, Martin gained 102 yards but 
he did not go over 70 in any of the 
next three games. Insiders close to 
the Patriots believe a lot of his prob- 
lems have not been his fault but 
rather that of a lack of holes up 
front from the offensive line. 


BUFFALO BILLS 


Kickers throughout the league 
were struggling through the first five 
weeks of the season. 

The Colts cut Mike Cofer after he 
missed his fourth attempt between 
30 and 39 yards and replaced him 
with former Jets kicker Cary Blan- 
chard. The Rams held a tryout fol- 
lowing a slow start from Steve 
McLaughlin but opted to hang on to 
their kicker. Dean Biasucci was cut 
by the Steelers in training camp, 
giving way to Norm Johnson. . 

Incredibly, less than a third of the 
way into the 1995 season only one 
NFL kicker was still perfect — 
Chicago's Kevin Butler was 6-for-6. 

Buffalo’s Steve Christie had been 
perfect until he struggled with the 
footing at Cleveland on Monday 
Night Football and shanked a 22- 
yarder. He also missed a 33-yarder 
with eight seconds remaining but 
one of the Browns had called a 
timeout before the kick. When he 


had a second 
chance, he 
made it for the 
game winner in 
a 22-19 victory. 

“After | 
missed the first 
33-yarder | just 
started laugh- 
ing,” Christie 
said. “(Holder .

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along, and because of that it may be 
difficult for Erickson to win his job 
back. 

“We're going to continue to go 
with the hot hand and right now 
that’s Jimmy,” Marchibroda said. 
“You need stability at the quarter- 
back position. You can’t continue to 
switch back and forth just for the 
sake of change.” . 

True, but a year ago fans were 
saying the Colts would never be 
able to’make the playoffs with Har- 
baugh at quarterback. Now, after Er- 
ickson struggled in just two games, 
fans have done a complete about- 
face and favor Harbaugh.
